general diſquietude, may appear, yet the very extraordinary and 
unwarrantable mode of reaſoning, which has been repeatedly adopted, 
relative to the Eaſt-India Company's affairs, will, in ſome 2 apo- 
logize for my conduct. 


1 feel myſelf, eds fully juſtified, on this occaſion, by the decla - 
ration of all parties, that -a true and public ſtate of thoſe important 
concerns ſhould be obtained, (let the ſituation of the Company's af- 
fairs be what it might) as the only means of providing for the ſafety 


and ſecurity of their creditors, with a due regard to the 8 inter- 
eſt of the public. | 


' Conſcious, at the ſame time, of the inefficiency of arguments, 
which are not ſupported by proof, I applied myſelf to the examina - 
tion of ſuch papers, as have been laid before the Houſe of Commons, 
and by arranging and preſenting them in various points of view, I am 
enabled to give the Public a more complete idea of the real ſtate of the 
Company's affairs, than they have hitherto been in poſſeſſion of, and 
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Io Expoſe the fallacy of aſſertions, which have gained too much credit 
from the official ſituation of their authors. 


As the truth of what I ſhall advance, will appear from the papers 
called for by the moſt active Member of the Board of Controul, I 
cannot poſſibly be liable to contradiction, on any point of conſequence; 

nor ſhall it be ſaid that I have in the leaſt heightened the picture of 
diſtreſs by putting any one article, on which my own opinion decided, 
in a point of view leſs favorable than it is entitled to. Following then 
the ſame mode of ſtating the Company's accounts, article by article, as 
the Directors did in 178g, to which no perſon of candor can object, I 
ſhall incontrovertibly prove, firſt, that the Company's debts are, at 
preſent 3,544, 86 l. 6s. ſterling more than ſtated to have been at that 
period; ſecondly, that their effects in Europe and India are 2,901,638}. 
ſterling leſs; and, laſtly, that the Company is conſequefitly deficient 
3,877, 520l. 6s. ſterling (in place of having a ſurplus of 3,968, 48 11. 

ſterling, as ſtated formerly) and ſubject, at the ſame time, to ſeveral 
deductions from their ſuppoſed effects, which would juſtify a much: 
more unfavourable ſtatement. I muſt alſo take notice, that 1,200,000].. 
ſterling has been raiſed on the Proprietors ſince the year 178g, (by 

creating Soo, oool. new ſtock), which ought, in juſtice, to be added in 
this comparative ſtatement, and makes the whole loſs to thoſe Pro- 
prietors (independent of the above 3, 87, 320l. 6s. od. ſterling to their 
creditors) 6, 500, oool. ſterling, being the preſent value of 4,000,0001.

It is not my intention to enquire, if this alarming difference of 
9,046,0011*, between the accounts then preſented, and thoſe to which. I

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now allude, can, in any degree, be aſcribed- to miſmanagement ; but 
1 ſhall be fully juſtified by paſt experience, in cautioning the Public: 
againſt the Indian eſtimates of annual receipt and expenditure, which 


were preſented to the Houſe of Commons during the laſt Seſſion of Par- 
liament, as I attribute, in a great degree, the apparent change in the 
Company's affairs to the fallacy of former accounts, and to the 1 igno- 
rance of thoſe whe ſupported the deluſion. 


Having bound myſelf, indy: to adhere, on this occaſion, to the 
Company's Papers, as my evidence, I ſhall, in the firſt inſtance, con- 
ſider their Indian eſtimates as entitled to complete credit; and only 
correct the European caſh eſtimates, where error appears manifeſt and 


undeniable. 


This correction is, on my part, indiſpenſable, as I intend to prove 
the neceſſity, which the Company will be under, of borrowing, at leaſt, 
1,500,000]. ſterling, for the purpoſe of fulfilling their engagements to 
the 1ſt of March, 1790. R: 


It will, no doubt, ſeem extraordinary, that ſuch different concluſions, 


reſpecting the Company's ſituation, ſhould be drawn from the ſame 


evidence; but it muſt be recollected, that at the very time it was aſ- 

ſerted, with an air of triumph, which defied ſuſpicion, that the 
Company were diminiſhing their debts one million per annum, from an 
actual ſurplus in India; the proots adduced in ſupport of that declara- 
tion, tended merely to ſhew, how the debt in India diminiſhed, in the 


exact proportion as it was transferred to England; and that by means 


of the balance ariſing annually in India, there would be a large ſum at 
the diſpoſal of the Governor and Council, for the purpoſe of inveſt- 
ments to Europe and China, without drawing bills on the Company 
for that ſpecific purpoſe. This balance, in India, was alfo ſtated to be 
conſiderably aided by the amount of goods and ſtores, ſent annually 
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14) | 
for ſale, as well as by money paid into the treaſury, for certificates to 
captains and officers, and by granting bills to judges, inſtead of paying 
their ſalaries. It was further intended to transfer more of the debt in 
India to England, by which means the intereſt . there would 
N decrease. 


To theſe concluſions 1 3 agree; but I at the ſame time aſſert, 
that it by no means gives any idea of the real ſtate of the Company's 


affairs, becauſe all the reſources abovementioned (excepting the actual 


ſurplus from revenue throughout all India) become annual charges at 
home; and that various other incumbrances exiſt in England, of which 
no notice is taken, and which even counterbalance the actual ſurplus 
in India. In order that this matter may be perfectly underſtood, I 


have, in the annexed account A, of annual receipt and expenditure in 


India and Europe, ſtated every thing, excepting their trade, which 
leaves the commercial profits of the Company to be ſeparately diſcuſſed, 
and creates, in the mean time, an annual balance of 24.16g]. ſterling 


in their favor. 


To elucidate, however, more fully the abject, I hat ſay a few 
words on each article, giving in the Appendix ſuch documents as are 
neceſlary for aſcertaining the correctneſs of my ſtatement, 


Account of annual Receipt, and Expenditure in India and 


E ngland. 


The firſt article on the credit fide refers to No. I, in the Appendix, 
which ſuppoſcs an annual ſurplus in Bengal of current rupees, 


1,99,86,505. The deductions from that ſurplus commence with a ſum 


of current rupees, 2,16,720, for the remiſſion to be granted on an 
— tribute, -as ſtated in a memorandum of that account, which is 


equally 
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' equally the caſe with the ſecond deduction of current rupees 14,59,280, 
for an intended abolition of cuſtoms, which produced annually that 


ſum. 


The third deduction of current rupees, 10, 42, oo0, for the Company's 


commercial charges, is ſtated at the bottom of the debit ſide of that 


account not to have been included therein, and the laſt ſum of current 
rupees 1, 11, oo, appears allo neceſſary to be deducted from the me- 
morandum, which ſays, that it is in fact a balance of former years, 
altho' included in the annual eſtimate. Theſe ſums, amounting toge- 
ther to current rupees 28, 29, 00, reduce the balance of revenue in 


Bengal to current rupees, 1,71, 57, . 


The ſecond article refers to No. II. in the Appendix, which ſtates 
95,256 Madras pagodas to be the annual ſurplus ariſing to the Com- 
pany in their ſettlements on the coaſt of Coromandel, making at ex- 
change 4,25 rupees per 100 pagodas, in current Bengal rupees, 4,04,838, 
and added to the above ſurplus of 1,71,57,505, increaſes it to current 


rupees, 1,73, 62, 343 


The third article refers to No III. in the Appendix, and ariſes from 


an annual charge againſt the Company in their ſettlements on the Ma- 


labar coaſt of Bombay, rupees 24, 74.644, at exchange 116 current ru- 


pees for 100 Bombay rupees, makes current rupees 28,70,687 ; and de- 


ducted from the laſt ſtated balance of current FuPEes 1,73,62, 43, re- 


duces it to current Nn 1,46, 91,636. 


The fourth article of current rupees, 14, oo, ooo, for the increaſed 


cavalry, and further expences to be incurred in the different ſettlements 


in India by the four new regiments ſent out, was ſtated by Mr. Dundas 
at about 146, oool. ſterling, or current rupees 14,00,000. 


E. The 
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The fifth article of 53,593,341 for the preſent annual intereſt on the 
different debts in India, appears by No. IV. in the Appendix, and it may 
be here neceſſary for me to remark, in order to remove every doubt on 
the ſubject, that this charge of intereſt is independent of the civil 
charges ſtated in the eſtimates of the ſeveral preſidencies, No. I. II. and 
HI. and conſequently is not included therein. |

Bengal eſtimate of payments and receipts from 1ſt of May 1787,to 1ſt May 


1788, (No. VII. in the Appendix) current rupees $,46,000 are ſtated as 


the expences of the civil and military in the Prince of Wales's Ifland ; 


theſe three ſums form a total of current rupees 8,7 1,689, and with the 
other two of current rupees 53,53,341, and current rupees 14, oo, ooo, 
make together the value of current rupees 76,25,021, which remains 
ſtill to be deducted from the ſurplus of current rupees 1, 46, 91,636, 


and reduces of courſe the net balance ariſing throughout all India to 


current rupees 70,66, 635, making at exchange 2s. per current rupee, 
the ſum of 706,663. 10s. od. ſterling. My reaſons for ſtating the ex- 
change at 2s. per current rupee, inſtead of 2s. gd. as the Company has 
hitherto done, will be hereafter explained, although the conſideration 
of their attempt to transfer their debts to Europe at 20d. having 
proved ineſſectual, while they continue at the ſame time to ſtate their 
receipt in that country at 27d. would moſt probably juſtify me in 
the eyes of the public tor taking a kind of medium between thoſe 


extremes.

I ſhall now proceed to the debit ſide of that account, by obſerving, 
that the firſt article of g20,0001. per annum, as a dividend of 8 per 
cent. on 4,000,0001. Eaſt India ſtock, is too well known to need any 


further remark. 


For the ſecond article, as intereſt at g per cent. on 4, 200, oool. an- 
nuities granted by the Company, nothing is put down, becauſe. Go- 
vernment pay the identical ſum as intereſt for what is due to the 
Company. 


The third article of 80,000]. per annum for intereſt at 4 per cent. on 
2,000,000!, of bonds iſſued by the Company, requires no obſervation, 


as is allo the caſe with the fourth article of 12,000]. per. annum for inte- 
reſt at 4 per cent. on goo, oool. Exchequer Bills, given by the Treaſury, 


and depolited for an equivalent ſum with the Bank, to whom the ſecu- 


rity of Government is thereby pledged. 


The fifth article of 62,5001. as intereſt at g; per cent. on 1,250,000]. 
or 150 lack of rupees, transferred from India at 20d. exchange, ap- 
pears in a memorandum of No IV, in the Appendix, to be independent 
of the intereſt payable in India. 


The ſixth article of 48,0001. ſterling per annum, as intereſt at 4, 
per cent. on 1, 200, oool. bonds to be further iſſued, is a tranſaction of 
ſo recent a date, as to be in the recollection of every perſon; but as it 
might be urged, that they will not be altogether iſſued, as well as part 
of the laſt 1,200,000]. ſterling annuities of three per cent. until the lat- 
ter end of this year, I muſt beg leave to obſerve, that bills, to a very 
conſiderable amount from India, are long ſince due, and incurring an 


intereſt of 5 per cent. which more than counterbalances the above- 


mentioned circumſtances. 


The 
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The ſeventh article of 60,0001. ſterling per annum, as intereſt at 4 
per cent. on 1,500,000l. which it is neceſſary for the Company to bor- 
row, requires ſome explanation on my part, as the public have been led 
to believe that no more money would be wanted towards extricating 
them from their difficulties. | 


The caſh account in England, No. VIII. in the Appendix, ſtates indeed 
only $888,1g71. ſterling, as deficient on the 1ſt of March, 1790; and in 


order to make the neceſſary payments, which become due before that 


period, Parliament allowed the Company to iſſue 1, 200, oool. more in 
bonds, bearing 4 per cent. intereſt, as ſtated in the ſixth article, 

which would leave the Company a ſurplus of g11 8691. or 611,869]. 
ſterling, if the Exchequer bills of goo, oool. ſterling ſhould not be re- 
deemed at the Bank, and returned to Government, for although it 
appears to be intended by the caſh account, yet many circumſtances 
will probably prevent it. A balance of about 600,000]. ſterling has 
been conſtantly found exiſting on the 1ſt of March of every year; and 
I therefore ſuppoſe, that the Company, from motives of prudence, will 
not abandon a ſyſtem which muſt be abſolutely neceſſary in the ma- 
nagement of ſuch great concerns, but requeſt from Government a 
further indulgence, reſpecting the goo, oool. Exchequer bills abovemen- 
tioned, If any more payments, therefore, can be proved neceſſary on 
the one ſide, or any deficiencies in the receipt, as ſtated in the caſh 
account, appear inevitable on the other, they will of courſe impoſe the 


obligation on the Company to borrow for the amount of the one and 


the other. 


The firſt article, which I ſhall take notice of in the caſh account, 
No. VIII. is the memorandum, ſaying, © the letter from the Board of 
« Trade in Bengal, received the 29th inſtant, by the Buſbridge, ſtates, 
* that very conſiderable damage has happened to the mulberry trees and 
« ſilk worms; alſo to houſes, looms, & c. belonging to various manu-

« facturers; in conſequence of which the imports from Bengal may 
probably fall ſhort of the ſupply of goods eſtimated to be ſold in the 


« years abovementioned.” 


Independent of this acknowledged diſappointment, ariſing from ac- 
cident, I muſt own, I was greatly ſurprized, on looking over No. IX. in 
the Appendix, to find, that the eſtimates of the probable groſs ſales of 
India goods are rated, this year, at 900, oool. ſterling, and next year at 
400, oool. more than was realized during the laſt year, which I can in 
no way account for; becauſe it is well known, that (independent of the 
cauſe ſtated by the Board of Trade) the ſum allotted annually towards 
inveſtments in India has decreaſed, which muft produce a ſimilar effect 
in the amount of the ſales ; and particularly as the private trade, which 
muſt be accounted for, has proportionably increaſed, and prevents a 


ſcarcity of goods. 


1 am indeed at a loſs to know, what ought to be deducted for the 
abovementioned circumſtances; but I ſhall certainly be within bounds, 
by ſtating only a ſum of $50,000]. ſterling, as a defalcation in the eſti- 
mated ſales of goods, belonging to the Company, for two years, viz, 
from the iſt of March 1788, to the iſt of March 1790. | 


There is alſo mentioned in No. VIII. that © in the above account, a 

« ſum of 1,270,000. only is ſtated for bullion to be exported to China; 
« but as a farther ſum-of between three and four hundred thouſand 
4 pounds would be required, to enable the company to liquidate the debt 
* there, and to obtam the teas, which it may be neceſſary for them to 
« purchaſe, on the cheapeſt terms, the balance of the account would 
« be increaſed by that amount againſt the Company,” ſay 350,000]. 
ſterling. Thus far the papers, before the Houſe of Commons, furniſh 
data for proving the neceſſity to borrow, at leaſt, 700,000l. ſterling ; 
but the further addition of $50,0001, which I think equally inevitable,

remains to be proved, by ſhewing the evident errors of the Company's 


caſh accounts, from 1ſt of March 1788, to iſt of March 1790. 


The articles of cuſtoms, freight, demurrage, as well as goods and 


ſtores exported during thoſe two years, I muſt ſuppoſe to be correct, as 


I have no means of inveſtigating them; but thoſe of 490, oool. each 


year, as dividend on ſtock, intereſt on annuities, bonds, &c. are ſubject 


to correction, for the following reaſons, viz. 


. 320,000 muſt annually be paid for dividends. 
80,000 ditto for intereſt, at 4 per cent. on 2,000,000]. of bonds 
12,000 ditto for ditto, at 4 per cent. on 300,000l, Exchequer bills. 

126,000 ditto for ditto, at three per cent. on 4, 200, oool. annuities, credit having 
been taken on the other ſide of the caſh account, for the like ſum 
received from Government. 

62,500 for 5 per cent. on 1, 250, oool. transferred from India. 


Firſt year L. 600,500 
And 48,000 for intereſt at 4 per cent. on 1, 200, oool. new bonds. 


Second year C. 648,500 ſterling. 


It is evident then, (ſuppoſing the laſt 1,200,000). bonds not to be yet 
iſſued) that 600,000]. ſterling will be wanted for thoſe purpoſes the 
firſt year, and near 60,0001. the ſecond year, without even making 
proviſion for the China debt. | 


The difference therefore between g80,000l. as ſtated by the Com- 
pany for theſe two years, and 1,250,000]. ſterling, as proved neceſſary 
by me, adds to the deficiency 270,000. ſterling. | 


By the account, No. XI. in the Appendix, it appears, that there are 


bills of exchange preſented, accepted, or adviſed to be drawn from 
India (independent of the 150 lacks of rupees transferred) to the 


amount 
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— of 2, 99,63 öl. ſterling, which are payable before the firſt of 
March 1790. 5 


I accordingly find the caſh account of the firſt year debited with 
1, 794,08 l. ſterling, and of the ſecond year with 1,407,000 1. in all 
3,201,085, or 208,000]. ſterling, more than is ſtated to be due for the 

amount of thoſe bills. | | 


Whether this additional ſum ariſes from further bills to be drawn 
payable before the firſt of March 1790, as certificates to Captains and 
officers, and ſalaries to Judges, both of which muſt take place, or to 
the intereſt now accumulating on thoſe unpaid bills, I have not the 
means of aſcertaining, but it is evident that both cannot be included, 


| becauſe intereſt alone muſt amount to more, and there conſequently 


exiſts an error in this article of at leaſt 100,000, for thoſe two year 


The next object which comes under conſideration is about 950;0c0l, 
which ought, on the loweſt computation, to have been charged to the 
caſh account from the 1ſt of March 1789, to the 1ſt of March 1790, 
as due on account of private trade, becauſe it appears on the credit 
ſide of the account, from 1ſt of March 1788, to 1ſt of March 178g, 
that 5,350,750]. ſterling is ſtated as the groſs amount of caſh to be re- 
cieved for goods ſold during that period, when at the ſame time No. 
IX. and X. (to the former of which I have already alluded as being too 
highly rated) fix ſuch groſs amount only to 2,345,090). for India goods, 
and 2,626,540]. for China goods; in all, 4,971,6gol. ſterling, or about 
980,0 leſs than the above ſtated 3, 30, 730l. 


It is true that 955,600]. ſterling is brought to the debit of the caſh 
account, from iſt of March 1788, to 1{t of March 1789, as payable to tlie 
proprietors of private trade, but No. XI. proves that ſuch ſum was already 

due to them from fales made before the iſt of March 1788, and con- 
| | ſequently-. 
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ſequent! y before the above-mentioned groſs ſales, to the « amount of

There ** alſo a very material obſervation to make, relative to 


the charge of providing the inveſtments in China, which does not ſeem 


to me ſufficiently accounted for, either in the caſh accounts, or in any 
other document. It appears by No. XII. in the Appendix, that the 
prime coſt of thoſe inveſtments amounted in the ſeaſon 1786—1787, to 
1,894,2g81. ſterling; and we have, therefore, to conſider how that 


amount is to be annually provided for. 


The means hitherto employed, are ſending out goods and bulkon 
from Europe, having bills drawn on the Company from China, and 


providing funds, by inveſtments of opium, cotton, &c. from Bengal 


and Bombay. | ; 


I accordingly find in the Bengal accounts, No. VII, and XXI. 


That C. 150,000 or 15 lack of rupees, are annually appropriated to that purpoſe. 


In No. VIII. 


That 650,000 is annually ſent out in bullion per average of three years. 
550,000 annually drawn on bills from China upon the Company, 
And 300,000 ſent in goods annually from Europe, although No. XIII. in the Appendix 
| thews, that, on an average of 19 years, only 116,000]. was ſent. 


In all C. 1,650,000 ſterling. 


The prime coſt being 1,894,2981. ſterling, and the funds appro- 
priated towards paying it only 1,650,000. there remains conſequently, 
unprovided for, near 20,0001. per annum, which ſufficiently accounts 
for the debt already contracted, and warrants alſo the aſſertion, that in 


the courſe of the leaſons — and — it will be in- 
creaſed 
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creaſed by 4350, oool. 3 if not guarded againſt by having more 
bills drawn *, or more bullion ſent out. 5 


On ſumming up then the different articles ſo underrated on the debit 


fide, and overrated on the credit ſide of the Account, No. VIII. they 


will form a total of 1,870,000]. ſterling, which more than juſtifies me in 
ſaying, that 1,500,000]. will be wanted for the following purpoſes, viz. -

350,000 to be paid in 1789 for private trade ſold in 1788, 
450,000 wanting to complete the China inveſtments for two years,

Having thus detected the errors of the Company's caſh eſtimates in 
Europe, from the 1ſt of March 1788, to iſt of March 1790, and 


fully accounted for the feventh article, on the debit fide of the annual 


ſtate, I ſhall now proceed to the eighth and laſt of 100,000l. ſterling, 
for ſtores expended in the different ſettlements, without being brought 


to the Company's credit, in their caſh accounts in India. 


There appears cherged in No. VIII. 763,000l. and 770,000. in all 
1,533,000l. for two years exports of goods and ſtores from Europe. 


L. boo, ooo of thoſe goods go to China, and are there accounted for. 
| 660,000 are accounted for in India, as per average of three years, per No. XIV. in the 
Appendix, which ſtates it annually at 33 lacks, or 330,000. although the 
eſtimate for 1787—1788, is only 230,000], or 23 lack of rupees.

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The amount of exports, for two years, being therefore 1,533,000l. 
of which only 1,260,000. is accounted for, a deficiency muſt ariſe of 
273,000]. ſterling, or 136, 300l. annually, which is more than what I 
Nate it at; and is occaſioned by ſtores of various kinds, medicines, and 
ſtationary ware, conſumed in the different ſettlements and dependencies 


of the Company. 


Every article in the annexed ſtate A, of the receipt and expenditure in 
India and England, being now fully inveſtigated, I have only to re- 
mark, that * almoſt the whole of their eſtate appears, by the teſtimony 
of their own papers, to be abſorbed in its defence, and in the inte- 
reſts, &c. annually paid, which deprives them of the power of li- 
quidating their debts, by any vilible means, ng their future 


commercial profits. 


An enquiry into thoſe profits would, no doubt, be worthy the at- 
tention of Parliament, as the public are ſo deeply intereſted in the 
conſequences of their failure, either from accidental and e, 
or from inevitable and permanent cauſes. 


It is only in my power to give ſome general idea of the preſent ſtate 
of their commerce, by copying the extract of a Report from a Select 
Committee of the Houſe of Commons, on the 22d of June 1784; and 
by mentioning the Commutation Act, which has been. favorable to the 
Company in their China trade. EET 


The Committee ſtate in page 12, paragraph 24, that in the Ap- 
ih pendix of the Directors firſt Report, the ſale of the cargoes is 
« eſtimated to produce double the amount of the prime coſt ;. but leſt a a

« this, your Committee will annex in the Appendix, No. XXVIII. (here

« January laſt; and in No. XXIX. (here No. XVI.) an eſtimate of the 
« ſales of the ſhip Queen, with the freight, charges of merchandize, 
« cuſtoms, and other charges thereon ; alſo the eſtimated net produce 
« (excluſive of all charges) of the cargo of each other ſhip, arrived 
« ſince the 23d of January ; in the reſult of which eſtimates there ap- 
“ pears a loſs of 32 per cent. on the prime coſt, after ſale of the cargoes, 
and payment of the ſeveral charges.” : 


I muſt here beg leave to remark, that the exchange is taken at 
28. gd. per current rupee for the coſt of inveſtment, which is gd. per 
rupee more than I ſtate the ſurplus revenue at; this makes a difference 
of about 14, per cent. to the prejudice of the Company, while the ex- 


change of 2s. would leave them a profit of above 10 per cent. on thoſe 


cargoes, were it not neceſſary to allow 4 per cent. for inſurance, under 


the idea that one cargo out of twenty-five may be loſt. 


Whether the trade from India has become more profitable ſince 
that period, remains to be proved ; but there can be no doubt that the 
China trade has received conſiderable extenſion and advantages, altho” 
the profits derived from it for two years paſt will probably diminiſh, 
when the Company ſhall have a ſufficient ſtock on hand to furniſh the

can ariſe in future from India, by the trade and by our territorial

I might therefore have diminiſhed this article g00,000l. for the firſt 
year's exportation to China, and have further ſuggeſted the impoſſi- 
bility of the greater part of the 5 and 600,000]. ſterling bills to be 
drawn from China for the cargoes expected this year, appearing at 
the Company's debit in Europe on the iſt of March 1789*, had I not 
reflected at the ſame time, that the 6;0,0001. bullion, ſent to China 
from the iſt of March 1788, to iſt of March 1789, could not appear 
any where at their credit, and would therefore make a ſet-oft againſt 
the articles above-mentioned, of which it 1s impollible to aſcertain the

It occurs to me, however, that ſome objection may be made to my 
ſtalng the exchange of the Indian debts at 2s. per rupee, when I can- 
not de ignorant of 1,250,000l. being already transferred at the ex- 
change of 20d, 
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In anfwer to this I muſt obſerve, that in a comparative ſtatement, 


the exchange of the debts and aſſets muſt be the ſame, and that it is 


perfectly immaterial, in that point of view. We are alſo as yet igno- 


rant what this exchange will ultimately. be, or what part of the debt 


will be transferred to England, and I propoſe therefore to take this 
advantage on the exchange into due conſideration, on ſuggeſting: my 
opinion reſpecting the moſt correct ſtatement of the Company's aftairs, 


which can poſſibly be deduced, while I ſhall at preſent proceed in de- 


monſtrating that (excepting the plea of bankruptcy on the part of 
the Company be unequivocally admitted) the plan hitherto - purſued 
towards effecting this transfer, is replete with. the moſt palpable in- 
juſtice to many individuals. | 


The point, which every well-wither to the Company ought to have 
had in view, was the converſion of as much of the Company's debts 


in India, at a fair exchange, as it was poſſible to accompliſh, for the 
purpoſe of incurring leſs intereſt than the 8 per cent. which, on an 
average, is now paid in India, and for ſupporting at the ſame time the 
future credit of the Company. 


No conſideration whatever ought therefore to have induced a ſet of 


men, who have conſtantly aſſerted the ſolvency of the Company, and 


who Joudly proclaimed themſelves the champions for ſecurity in pro- 
perty, to compromize the Company's debts in India, by offering ar 
unfair exchange, as the only terms of their liquidation, which has, i1 
its conſequences, cut up, by the roots, every principle of future credt, 
in caſes of emergency, and which was, at the moment of doing .it, an 
act of — 4 ; 


The orders ſent out were to. offer 20d. per current rupee, for bills at 


twelve months date, to bear intereſt at 5 per cent. after that period, 


until 
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until paid, which was to take place by inſtalments of 10 per cent. per 
annum, beginning in the year 1790. 


The public are already capable of judging, if that intended liquida- 
tion could poſſibly have taken. place, without the aſſiſtance of the 
national purſe; and they will preſently be enabled to form an opinion 


reſi pecting the fairneſs of the. exchange, and the juſtice. of the Com- 


pany's proceedings. 


Nr. Dundas, indeed, openly avowed to the Houſe of Commons, that 


he conſidered the ſurplus revenue in India to be, in ſtrict juſtice, ap- 


plicable to the payment of debts contracted there, inſtead of its ſerv- 


ing towards the purchaſe of inveſtments ; and this declaration naturally 
induced every thinking man to ſuppoſe, that the Indian creditors would 
be. offered the alternative of either ſubſcribing to the abovementioned 


plan, or of receiving their money, in * by partial pay ments, from 


ſuch ſurplus revenue. 


Unfortunately, however, this was not the caſe, as Mr. Dundas's pub- 
lic diſplay of what, he conceived to be juſtice, did not develop itſelf 
in any ſhape throughout India; and the majority of the Co,! 
creditors ſpurned at thoſe only terms that were offered to them. 


A new, but ſtill exceptionable plan, has lately been ſent to India, 
and conſiſts in increaſing the exchange, which, it is to be hoped, will 
be extended to the ſubſcribers of the transferred 150 lacks. 


If the alternative, however, of transferring at the increaſed exchange, 
or receiving payment in India, be not offered at the ſame time, or that 
the exchange is equal to what the Company grants for money 


brought into their treaſury, I ſhall ſtill conſider it as an act of bank- 


ruptcy, however willingly adopted by the creditors, and beneficial to 
| | the

the Company ; becauſe it is, in fat, a compoſition of their debts, 
which an avowed ſtate of ſolvency and * ought, at la. to 
diſclaim. | 


To form ſome idea of the natural exchange between India and Eng- 
land, the following examination of it will n not be unacceptable 
to ſome of my readers. 


Every perſon, converſant in buſineſs, will readily underſtand, that a 
par exchange conſiſts in rating the ſpecific quantity of pure gold and 
ſilver, in the reſpective coins of the two countries ſo exchanging ; and 
that the reaſon of its being ſometimes above, and ſometimes below par; 
or that one country gives more or leſs gold and ſilver than they are to 
receive in the coin of the other country, is owing to a balance on the 
general tranſactions between them, being payable, or receivable, in 
money. | 


In caſe of having this balance to pay, the charge of tranſporting the | 
metals muſt be added; and in cale of having it to receive, this charge 


muſt be deducted, as the debtor muſt ever be liable to it ; and the 
effect will not be confined to the exact balance, but have more or leſs 
influence on all the tranſactions of the two countries. 


A variation in the exchange may alſo take place, independent of the 


balance being at one time for, and at another time againſt, any parti- 
cular country, from the two exchanging countries having different 
metals for the current coin of the ſtate, becauſe the price of ſilver and 
gold (relative one to the other) varies inceſſantly according to their 
comparative quantities imported and conſumed. 


The fixed proportions of ſilver and of gold, enacted by every ſtate 
to be in their reſpective coins, differ materially in every country, and 
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(8 ) 
are conſtantly in a ſtate of diſcord with the price eſtabliſhed from na- 
tural cauſes, which produces the effect of making the undervalued, or 
too low-rated metal, diſappear ; and of leaving the over-valued one to 
be the current coin of the ſtate, 


Another confuſion ſeems to ariſe from the fixed meaſure of exchange 
being in ſome caſes in the coin of the country, and in other cafes in 
foreign money; for inſtance, the pound ſterling is the fixed meaſure 
between London and Amſterdam, while the {kelling Banco 1s the varia- 
ble one from the two cauſes above-mentioned ; and the ecu, or crown, 
of three livres, is the fixed meaſure between Paris and London, 
while the penny ſterling is the variable one. This produces, how- 
ever, no kind of conſequence, but the inconſiſtency of ſaying the 
exchange is higher on Amſterdam on the number of ſkellings in- 
creaſing, when it is in fact lower, becauſe the ſame quantity of metal 
is ſtill given for a greater quantity in Amſterdam, which creates 


equally an advantage to the nation, as when the number of pence 


in the Paris exchange decreaſes, and ariſes either from a balance in 
favor of England, or a diminution in the price of ſilver relative to gold. 


Upon enquiry at the Mint, it was found, that a current rupee, 
which is 16 per cent. leſs than a ſicca rupee, contained the value of 
about 22d. ſterling of ſtandard ſilver, reckoning the ounce at about 


38. 24d. 


The par exchange therefore between India and England, for a cur- 


rent rupee, is about 22d. and it may be eaſily demonſtrated that India 


cannot owe a balance in money to Europe, by dn the immenſe 
annual importation of goods, | 


It is true that England can provide her inveſtments from a ſurplus 
revenue, and the value of goods ſent out for ſale ; but other Eaſt-India 
H Company's

Company's have certainly not thoſe means, and therefore the charge of 
tranſporting the metals muſt to them be added. | 


There is alſo a difference of 18 months intereſt to be taken into con- 
ſideration on account of paying for the metals immediately, or being 
drawn upon 6 months later at 12 months date, which, joined to the 
above charge of freight and inſurance, will increaſe the exchange 14, 
per cent. or gd. per rupee; that is to fay, foreign Companys' could 
afford to give individuals, who wiſhed to tranſport their property from 
India to England, 23d. in London 12 months after date for each cur- 
rent rupee, inſtead of being at the trouble to fend ont bullion ; and 
ſuch exchange may therefore be conſidered as natural and fair between 
Calcutta and London. = _ 


It is indeed the exchange at which the Company has often been 
drawn on 3653 days after ſight, which ſufficiently juſtifies. me in rating 
it at 2s. for bills at one year's date. 


From all theſe conſiderations, it is evident, that the Board of Con- 
troul acted improperly to the higheſt degree in giving their ſanction to 
this unjuſt plan of transferring the debt from India to England at 20d, 
without any other alternative for their liquidation, and that whatever 
annual benefit might have been derived to the Company, or may be here- 
after obtained, from its completion on principles of juſtice and policy, 
the fame has undoubtedly been loſt to a great degree during the courſe 
of ſeveral years. 


Before I conclude, by making my own obſervations on the real ſtate 


of the Company's debts and aſſets, I beg leave to call the attention of 


the public, to a comparative {tatement of the Company's debts in 


Europe, on the 1ſt of March 1787, and as they will be on the iſt of 
March 1789, which was laid before the Houſe of Commons, for the

What remains now for me to ſtate on this intereſting ſubject, may

an individual, on certain points, which cannot be aſcertained at this
